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Yoniu; male, iransifion pUmaeje (No. 120295, Santa Ana, Homlnras, 
November (>, 1800; Erich Wittkugel) : Similar to the adult male, as 
described above, but outer surface of closed wings chiefly bright rusty 
chestnut under wing-coverts tawny-ochraceous, inner web of remiges 
broadly edged with ochraceous-biilf (occupying entire web of second- 
aries, except at ti])s), and gray of under parts, especially posterior to 
the breast, much intermixed and stained with pale buflV. Under 
mandible light colored. Length (skin), 0.25; wing, 3.45; tail, 2.45; 
exposed culinen, 0.02; tarsus, 0.80; middle toe, 0.45. 

Youiif/ male — first year ? (No. 120290, U. S. Nat. Mus., San Pedro 
Sula, Uonduras, January 28, 1891 ; Erich Wittkugel); Pileum ami 
hind neck black, becoming dull grayish dusky on forehead; back and 
scapulars, grayish olive, mixed or stained with dull rusty brownish, 
some of the feathers having dusky shafts; rump and upper tail-coverts 
dull rusty cinnamon, slightly tinged with olive; rectrices clear tawny 
cinnamon-rufous, some of them darker or browner, others with dusky 
longitudinal blotches; wings chiefly cinnamon-rusty; their under 
covci’ts, clear ocliraceous-butf. Under parts mixed olive-grayish and 
• buff, the former ])revailing on sides of breast. Under mandible brownish 
white. Length (skin), <!.30; wing, 3..‘)5; tail, 2.55 ; exposed culmen, 0.<>5 ; 
tarsus, ti.78; middle toe, 0 50. 

Adult female {^o. 120298, U. S. Nat. (Mus., Sau Pedro Sula, Ilomluras, 
November 29, 1890 ; ErieJi ANJttkugel): Pihmni smoky grayish black, 
fading on forehead into dull gi'ayish brown (“hair brown”); rest of 
upper parts dull cinnamon-chestnut, brighter (almost ciunamon-rufous) 
on greater wing-coverts, secondaries and tail, as well as around neck. 
Lores light grayish ; malar region, deei) butf or clay color, gradually 
becoming dee])cr and more rusty posterioily until it merges into the 
bright cinnamon-rusty of sides of neck. Chin, pale butf; rest of under 
parts deep tawny-bulf or clay-color, the under wing-coverts ochraceous- 
butf. Under mandible, dusky grayish (])lumbeous iu life?). Length 
(skin), ().40; wing, 3.25; tail, 2.40 ; exposed culmen, 0.05 ; tarsus, 0.80; 
middle toe, 0.50. 

1 think there can be no question as to the distinctness of this bird 
from 7'. a. latirostri.s, of wliich the National JMuseum possesses two adult 
males and an adult female, from Oniete]»ec, Nicaragua, collected by (Mr. 
C. C. Nutting. The male of P. latirostris is miudi paler throughout, 
having the distinctly gray back shari)ly detined against the black cap. 
and the white on the inner wet>s of the juimaries very much more ex- 
tended, there being a considerable white si»ace on the basal portion of 
the first quill, of which there is no trace in the two adult mah's of P.a. 
lnipo]>Jia’}(s. 'Phe short secoinl ]n imary is likewise considerably narrower 
than in /’. a. latirostvLs. 

The adult female is V(*ry much darker than that of P. a. latirostris, 
and has also ai decide<lly shorter wing and tail, luit agrees so minutely 
in coloration with the female of the (Juatemalan form of P. aijlaiw, that 
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1 am nnalilo (o (li'ti'ct any iliUVn'ma*. In fat'l, 11 k‘ malt* also is vory 
similar, i*.\m*i>t that tlm (Jnatcmalan Ihrtl has a mon* or loss (lisliiict in- 
dication of a whitish or rosy jiatch on the low(*r jiart of the throat. It 
is this intermediate charactei’ of the (inatemalan hinl that indiiees mt* 
to choose a ( rinoinial rather than a binomial aiijii'llation for the form 
under consideration,

of jjray or blackish ca|>. Sneli an arr.in^i'inent of tln*se ])nz/,lin_u' forms 
would e.xtend the ranji'e of /'. ai/hiitr from north(*rn ^le.xieo (and eon- 
tipjnons porlions of Arizona) to Costa Ibea, but would |iroviiIe I'or the 
reeo<t:nition of the followin';' fj’eofjraphical or local races:

CiiAE.: Similar to /*. /u'ee/o/- Lawr., bntmmdi more olivaceous, 
particularly on tin* sides, where the feathms adjoining the white of the 
br(*ast and belly are eonspicnonsly margined with whiti*, producing a 
sealed a|>i)earanee.

The. true /’. /n'co/or ocimpi(*s an inti'rmediate position betwe(*n this 
form and I\ Irncnspis Scl., of northern South America, tin* three being 
donbth'ss geographical races of a single siu'cies. 

3. Gyinnocichla chiroleuca Set. ,V S.ilv. 

Since neither tin* lemah* nor young male of this very distinct specie's 
appear to have ix'en descrilu'd, I give descriptions h(*rewith :

color, the upi)cr tail-coverts inclining to raw umber j outer webs of tail- 
feathers plain bistie, inner webs more dusky brown j lesser wing-coverts 
and margin of wing deej) tawny; greater coverts bistro brown, passing 
into black subtermiually, their tips rather broadly and sharjjly tawny; 
outer surface of secondaries warm brown (between bistre and vamlyke), 
the outer webs of ])rimaries brighter or more russet. Loros and whole 
of the orbits naked, the naked space extending almost to the occiput, 
with tlio posterior extremity i)oint('d. 11 the featlua ing lu'low this 
nakt'd space, as well as along the posterior half of its ui)i)cr margin, 
together witli ohest, de(‘p tawny, the remaining lower parts siuiilar but 
paler, changing on sides to olive, and on under tail-coverts to mixed 
olive and tawny. Bill dusky (bluish in life?); legs and leet grayish 
dusky (bluish in life ?), the claws light horn gray. Length (skin), C.2.'); 
wing, .*>.()(); tail, 2.25; culmen, 0.S.3; bill from nostril, 0.50; tarsus, 1.15; 
middle toe, 0.78. 

Younf! male (No. 120104, same locality, date, etc.) : Similar to the 
adult female, but tO[) of head and hind neck rather duller brown, the 
middle and greater wing coverts without ti’ace of tawny, and the tawny 
which covers solidly the exposed surface of the lesser coverts ligliter 
in color. Length (skin), G.IO; wing, 2.00; tail, 2.40; culmen, 0.90; 
bill from nostril, 0.40; tarsus, 1.15; middle toe, 0,75. 

4. Grallaria guatemalensis t’rovost ? 

A young male (supposed to be this species) is very ditferent from the 
adult, as sliowii by the following description : 

Yoinifj (No. 120108, U. S. National IMuseum, Santa Ana, Honduras, 
October 24, 1800; Erich Wittkugel): To]) of head and hind neck dark 
slate-color, each feather marked near end with a tear-sha[)cd streak of 
])ale buff — the slate-color considerably darker, or approaching black, 
immediatidy about these markings; throat, chest, and breast similarly 
colored and marked, but slate-color ratlu'r lighter and bully streaks 
longer, (>xtending ahmg the shafts of the feathers nearly to their base; 
lower bieast maiked with large, somewhat ])andui'ate, spots of buff. 
Ki‘st of ])lumage as in the adult (except wing-coverts more distinctly 
spott('d), the feathers having been nmlted and those of the adult dress 
assumetl. 

On acjcomit of lacking specimens of the latter and authentic speci- 
mens of the young of tlu! former, 1 am unable to determine whether 
this speciimm should b(‘ leferred to (r. i/italeataloisis or to (?. jn'incejts 
►Scl. and Salv., the form wliich rei>laces it in Costa Bica and Veragua.
